DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Self Service Terminal Media Loading and 
Storage Device. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: To 
improve computer text searching of the application it is suggested that the 
occurrences of the word "cheques" be replaced by the English spelling of- 
checks - (page 2 lines 5,10). Also, for the same reason stated above it is 
suggested that the occurrences of "sprung" be replaced by - spring - if 
applicable (page 4 lines 6,9). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

3. The term "relatively movable" in claim 7 is a relative term which renders 
the claim indefinite. The term "relatively" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, 
and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope 
of the invention. It is recommended that the claim be changed to read - A 
storage device of claim 1 , wherein the media container and the media loading 
assembly are movable relative to one another, 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

4. Claims 1-6, 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Takahashi et al. Takahashi discloses a device for accommodating 
envelopes (1 1 ). This device comprises of an envelope (defined as a type of 
media) container having an inlet (10) to show a user where to insert an envelope, 
a receiving means to accept an envelope from a user, a container for receiving 
envelopes (1 1) which includes partitions to retain the envelopes in a 
predetermined orientation (12A, 12B), an envelope loading assembly (1) 
positioned before the container (1 1) that allows envelopes to be loading into the 
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container, an envelope transfer means (1 1) consisting of conveyors (8, 9) for 
loading the envelopes in the container in the predetermined orientation, and a 
coupling means (14) for coupling a drive to the envelope transfer means to 
multiply movement to increase linear movement in the form of a conveyor system 
that delivers envelopes from the user inlet to the container. 

5. Takahashi also discloses resilient fingers (12A, 12B) extending into the 
interior of the container (1 1 ) in the form of partitions (12A, 12B) that retain 
envelopes in a predetermined orientation as stated in applicant's claim 2. 

6. Takahashi also discloses a coupling means comprised of an extending 
arm pivotally (19) mounted with the forward portion connected to the envelope 
transfer means (11) and the pivotal mounting being movable by a drive 
mechanism in the form of a pivot plate (19) which is mounted to the envelope 
transfer (1 1 ) means by rotary shafts (19a, 16) allowing the pivot plate (19) to 
define different positions as stated in applicant's claims 4 and 6. This 
configuration also allows for the envelope transfer means (1 1) to be driven 
forward and backward as need as stated in applicant's claim 8.
